' JfAin Congress teill Adjourn, — The few 
who thought at the commecement of the pres- 
e t resnion, that it would terminate in Alay. 
^ave reluctantly given op this hope. The main 
approbation bills, the Kansas question, the Utah 
qnettion, eight investigating committee's, the 
uodificaticn ot the revem-e laws, the Clayton 
Bulwcr controversy, the Paraguay difficulty, and 
many other questions, equally important, and 
Which will give rise to debate, and yet to be dis- 
posed of in either House. The six or seven hun- 
dred reports from the i 'ourt of Claims which 
will come up are excluded from the considera- 
tion, as there ^ e m s to be no dispontion, on the 
part of the House at |Ieast, to give them any 
large amount of attention. 
It is hardly proba- 
ble, with these facta in view, that Congress will 
adjourn sine _die before August. 
It was the 
general impression at the adoption of the Mem- 
bers- Compensation Bill, that the effect would 
be in paying members so much a year instead 
of se much a day during the session, to shorten 
the soaxions; but this will not be the result, us 
far ae it is possible to speak now. 


How to Reduce Gass Bills.—A well informed 
gentleman has furnished in the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial the ioHowing suggefitions which will 
prove interesting in these times: 
The high 
pressure in the main pipes, if allowed to go un- 
checked to the burner valrei«. will consume a 
much larger quaatity of gas than thoy other- 
wise would, even if it is regulated at the burner 
valves. 
The 'proper place to ^regulate is the 
main valve near the metre, which should be 
shut off until the burners are just right, with 
their valves opened full. By this means, all

A Terrible League.—The 
Paris correspon- 
dent of the Now York Times, npeakmg of the 
late attempted assassination of Louis Napoleon, 
says: 


It is reported that one of the prisoners, Rudio, 
has.turned State's evidence,and that, in his cnn- 
fession, he has revealed a plot that duos not offer 
a very Bmiling prospective for the Emperor. Ac- 
cording to Rudio's confessioif, the conspirators 
wore five hundred in number. 
They are bound 
to their work by a terrible oath,and their object 
is the assassination of Louis Napoleon. 
Each 
year, or oftener, if circumstances will warrant 
the attempt, the whole band are to draw lots from 
a box, in which there will be five winning num- 
bers. 
The fire members drawing these are held 
to put in immediate execution an attempt upon 
the Emperor's life, which shall be approved by 
the whole society, and by those who are charged 
with its execution. The society has plenty of mon- 
ey for carrying out its designs. 


Tuesday evening Mr Green sent a 
note toDoiiglns, coolly informing him that a ma- 
jority ol the committee bad concluded to report 
on Thursday morning. 
Douglas, on receiving 
Green's note, set to work with bis usual energy,
